M0LTBT GULLING DEMONSTRA- 
TIONS FOE BOUBBON 

Six poultry cuUing damonstra- 
tioas designed to show farmers and 

poultrymen how to distinguish be- 
tween the laying and non-laying 
hens in their flock will be held in 
this county during the latter part of 
August, under dtreetfcm of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture extension divis- 
ion at Lexington, according to an 
announcement received from the 
college. The series of meetings, 
which will ha la charge of J. R. 
Smyth, poultry extension specialist, 
will open August 14, and continue 
through August 16. 

The schedule of meetings showing 
the owners of farms on whieh the 
demoastratioBS will he held, to- 
gether with the day and the time 
follows: 

Carlton Ball, Paris, August 14, 10 
a. m.; A. J. Thaxton. Millersburg, 
August 14, 2 p. m.; J. R. Latton,

Farmers in the vicinity of each 9f 
the demonstrations have been inTit- 

ed to attend the various meetings 
in order that they may learn the 
method of distinguishing between 
the laying and loafing hens. Mr. 
Smyth will go through the floek on 
each farm pointing out the iadiea- 
tions which show that some hens 
have stopped laying until spring, 
while others are still laying. Those 
whose flocks are culled In the dem- 
onstrations will keep egg production 
records a week before and a week 
after the culling in order to prove 
that the hens which are removed as 
culls were not laying. 

Practically every flock in the 
State has Its share of loafer or nen- 
laying hens at this time of the year, 
poultry men of the college say. On 
the average, about one-third of the 
hens in the State stop laying each 
year about this time, after which 
they do not produce any more eggs 
until the following spring. They 
are the early moulters of the flock 
and indications which they show at 
this time of the year make It easy 
to pick them out. 

Culling out these loafer hens has 
five distinctive advantages, the 
poultrymen say. It saves feed, 
makes more room for the laying 
hens and pullets, utilizes waste feed 
for the laying hens and pullets^ and 
eliminates poor hens fr<Hn the floek 
so that they will not be' used as 
breeders. In addition, putting these 
low producing hens on the market 
at this time of the year insures a 
better price for them ,than could be 
obtained if they are held until later 
in the season when the market for 
hens is flooded.

Lower insurance rates on tobacco 
in bams may |;row out of a move- 
mOnt etarted eooM time ago, state 

representatives now being engaged 
in working out a plan to present 
the matter of lower mtw to the 
Kentucky Fire Insoranee Under- 
writers* Association. . 

in adntion to a lower rate tt is 
said that agreement practically has 
been reached to increase considera- 
bly the amovmt of iMwnMe allow- 
ed on tobacco, the proposed mazi 
mum being approximately %225 to 
^300 an acre, which is ab—t twice 
the amoi|nt allied par aere last 
year. 

The proposal for lower rates is 
credited to what one of the State 
agents called "the systeouitle and 
business-like methods of handling 
tobacco used by the Barley Tobacco 
Growers' Oo-operatf^ Aaaoetatlon." 
S. B. Kennedy, of the Winchester 
Fire Insurance Company, is head of 
the ooBUBlttee worfctag on thie prop- 
osition, which also will Include a 
central adjustment bureau for the 
prompt aattlement of any claim of 
growers OB pOUetea on tobeeeo in 
barns. 

The proposal for lower rates on 
insurance in barns, it was said by 
one of the State agents, is not jus- 
tified by experience of the compa- 
nies tor the past fire years with this 
cfaas of bosfnees, as it has not prov- 
en a particularly profitable class, 
but the business-like system of the 
new Barley Aaeoelatlon Is oaM to 
have impressed the insurance men 
The great increase in price over a 
year ago caused the decision to in- 
crease the maximum of taeoiance 
allowed the growers. 

Some time ago Vice-President

HOLDING TITBEECULOSIS CLINICS 
THEOUGHOUT STATE 



Conditions found by Dr. S. W. 
Bates, superintendent of the State 
Tuberculosis Sanitarium, and Dr. J. 
S. Lock, director of the State Tuber- 
culosis Sanitarium. while they 
were holding their tubercu- 
losis clinics recently at differ- 
ent points In the 8tate Indleate, ac- 
cording to Dr. A. T. McCormick, 
State Health Officer, that such clin- 
ics should be held all through Ken- 
tucky It the best possible progress is 
to be made in fighting the dread 
"white plague." 

At these clinics, according to Dr. 
Bates, 268 persons in all were ex- 
amined tor the disease. Fifty-eight 
active cases were found, and forty- 
five arrested inactive cases. Of the 
fifty-eight persons who had active 
cases ot the disease, twelve never 
had seen a doctor and did not sus- 
pect that they were victims ot tu- 
berculosis. 

"These conditions are absolutely 
typical," Dr. McCormick said. All 
over Kentucky there are persons 
who hare tuberculosis without 
knowing it. These and other clinics 
that have been held show the need 
for more clinics and earlier consul- 
tation with competent physicians by 
p«reons who suspect that they may 
haTO the disease."

out of the association.

\ During the year just closed the air 
mail service of the Postoffice Depart- 
mmt carried a million and a quar- 
ter ponds of maiL aggregating 
forty-nine million letters, on the 
various laps between New York and 
San Francisco. This body of mail 
was carried with no graye ' accident, 
with no loss of life, with an increase 
over the previous year of "trips 
completed" of atanoat 10 per e«it; 
92.5 per cent this yaar tUtBtSlMlt 8S 
per cent last year. 

The flsrlng time between New 
York and San Francisco Is at pres- 
ent three days. When a sufficient 
number of lighthoiuw are erected to 
guide night fliers, this time may be 
cut in half; in other words, mail, 
▼la airplane, jMtween Now York 
and San Francisco, is now predicted 
to be as rapid as our present Chi- 
cago-New York mail, which aver- 
ages a day and a half between pott- 
ing and delivery. 

Congress has "starved" the air 
mail service to a large extent by a 
fetlnre to provide money enough to 
permit the extension of the service. 
It is being freely predicted in offi- 
cial Waehtagton dreles that with 
the showing the air-mail service has 
just made, it will be impossible for 
tte wmti nOrfd economists in 
the Capitol to continue much long- 
er the "do-BOtliliis" policy which

New York.— Titc analysis of corn In 
tlie seed and at vario\is stages of 
growth, in the course of experiments 
by Dr. Ben jastdh Harrow and others 
at the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons, has indicated that the vita- 
mines are eitlier produced by the sun 
as chlorophyll or that the production 
of vitamines depends bn dilorophyll. 

**The seed corn does not gain in its 
vltamine content when it sprouts," he 
said. "The vitamines seem to be the 
same in number. But as it shoots up 
and begins to turn green, the vitamines 
increase rapidly.** 

So far it Is believed that vita- 
mines of all types are produced orit;i- 
nally by plants alone, and are not to 
he found in soil or noo-orgaaie com- 
pounds or in living things except as 
the result of vegetable food which con- 
tains them. This is hard to reconcile 
with the fact that the greatest Imown 
COOONLtration of vitamines Is in the 
liver of the cod which lives on an 
exclusive fish diet. Clams and other 
sea animals on which the cod lives, 
however, probably obtain from sea 
vegetation the vitamines which they 
pass on to the cod. Much of this veg- 
etation, however, receives little or no 
sunlijrht on account of its depth, so 
tliat the different types of vitamines 
may be originated hn differsnt meth- 
ods. 

While cod-liver oil Is the richest <rf 
all things in Vitamine A and is rec- 
ommended by Doctor Harrow and his 
associates as a part of the dally diet 
of infants, because of its power to 
prevent and core rickets. Doctor H^- 
row, I>r. Alfred F. Hess and other 
workers on this subject are doubtful 
whether it is the vitamine whidi cores 
the rickets. 

Cause of Rickets Obscure. 

**The doubt Is due to the fhct that 
rickets occors among infants on a wide 

variation of diets, including many diets 
well supplied with Vitamine A," he 
said. "It has also been shown that 
the disease is caused by some disturb- 
ance in the proportion of caldnm and 
i)hosphoroas in the food of the infants. 
These are the two principal bone-mak- 
ers and there is a shortage of phos- 
phorus in the case of a child with 
rickets. The suoUght seems to pro- 
duce this phosphoms. CkMMiver oil in- 
variably restores the balance and 
cures the disease. But it is very like- 
ly that there is some other factor in 
the cod-liver oil rather than Vitamine 
A, which doss this. In ear laboratory 
and in many ethers researches are be- 
ing made to identify this agent in cod- 
llver oil. There are various substant e< 
in the oil which are little understood 
at present. It may prove to be Vita- 
mine A or a new vitamine^ but It may 
be something of another nature. 

"On the other hand, it is knowi 
that cod-liver oil is a perfect specific 
against rickets, which is unfortunate- 
ly a very prevalent disease. Orange 
Juice is given to infants as part of 
.their daily diet for the prevention ol 
scurvy, and cod-liver oil should bt 
given to every infant in the same 
way. It is unpleasant to ad^ts, but 
Infants ba co a e exceedingly food of 
It- 

Dr. Oairimlr Funk, who discovered 
the vitamines, denied that there was 
any advantage in a large consumption 
of vitamines, and said that the public 
was not benefited by the propaganda 
to sell certain foods on the grounds 
that they were rich in these factors. 

"Man cannot live without a mini- 
mum supply, but the average Ameri- 
can gets plenty of all types In the 
avenfs diet,** bh said. 

fllOOyMWMd llimiiiato it 

On the value of cod-liver oil sgalnst 
rickets, Doctor Hess wrote: 

"There are approximately 125,000 
children in New York city between the 
ages of three and fifteen months, the 
period of greatest susceptibility to 
rickets. If we estimate generously' 
that the families of one-third to one 
Quarter of these children are unable 
to purchase cod-liver oil, and if we 
agree that the development of rickets 
may be prevented by giving a tea 
spoonful three times a day, then at the 
present cost rickets could be practi 
cally abolished in this city by the ex 
penditure- of about $100,000 a year 
This is but one of many instances in 
which the comnranlty does not get thf 
full boi^t Qf mat medical knowledge.' 



Marconi Annourices the invention 
of a iiadio SoarcUiobL 



9" 
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Famous Italian Wireless Wizard Ex. 
plains New Device Which He Pre- 
dieto Will Rid Sea of Much 
of Its Terrors. 

New York. — Senator Guglielmo Mar- 
coni, wonder man of wireless, an- 
nounced the invention of what might 
be termed a nolo searddlght, by 
means of which radio waves, which 
can be reflected like light waves, may 
be sent in a given direction in a beam 
instead of being scattered to all pofnts 
of the compass. 

The famous Italian said he believed 
this invention could be utilized in such 
a manner as to rid the sea of some of 
its terrors, for with a revolving re- 
flector the transmitter would constitute 
a radio lighthouse^ capable of flashing 
guiding beasM nearty a hundred miles. 

Addressing a Joint meeting of the 
Institute of Radio Engineers and 
the American Institute of Electrical 
Engineers on his latest discoveries, the 
inventor said of tfce jfopoasd radio 
lighthouse: 

"By means of the revolving beam 
ot electrical radiation it is possible 
for ships when within a certain dis- 
tance to ascertain in thick weather 
the bearing and position of the light- 
house. 

"It seems to me that It should be 
possible to design apparatus by means 
of which a ship could radiate or pro- 
ject a divergent beaip of the short 
wave rays in any desired direction, 
which rays, if coming across a metal- 
lic object, such as another steamer, 
would be reflected back to a receiver 
on the sending ship and thereby im- 
mediately reveal the presence and 
bearing of the other ship in fog or 
thick weather.** 

Marconi's radio searchlight bears 
little resemblance to the battleship 
searchlight. It is rather a si)eclal ar- 
rangement of wires on towers or 
masts. 

During his lecture Marconi e^bited 
pictures of reflectors resembling the 

weird apparatus pictured in imaKinary 
tales of the conquest of the world by 
Martians. Through the use of these 
reflectors at both ends, clear speech 
was exchanged during experiments 
over a distance of 
he announced.

London. — ^The five law lordik constir 
tyting the house of lords* in session 

as the supreme court of appeals, sat 
around In solemn semicircle. Lord 
Haldane sat in the place of lord chan- 
cellor upon the^ woolsack, with the 
throne itself behind h&n. Lord Un- 
lay and Lord Cave sat upon his right, 
Lord Dunedin and Lord VVrenbury 
upon his left. In the magnificent 
chamber, its red benches nearly empty 
except for a groop of lawyers and 
ottidalM near the ^ikranee, . the five 
law lords, in grave tones befitting 
their high function, read out their 
learned judgments one by one. Nota- 
ble documents these, in which the five 
concurred in one decision, abounding 
in such portentons words aa torts, 

like. 

Clearly a landmark this, In the his- 
tory of the development of the law 
of IBnglsnd, What grave matter was 

thus engaging the earnest considera- 
tion of the noble and learned lords? 
Surely nothing less than the fate of 
some great township, or the destiny of 
some estate of millions? 

My nphle and learned lords, in point 
of ftift, were talking about a penny— 
a two-cent piece. It sounds better 
translated into American currency. 
My Lord Finlay seems to think some- 
thing the same himseU, for through- 
out his Judgment he l eferre d to it not 
as a "penny," but as a "penny piece," 
or "a coin." Need It be said whose 
I>enny It was; that had been carried 
up all the various steps of the law into 
the house of lordsT It wan n Seots- 
man*s penny. 

Conductor Refuses Penny. 

Almost two years ago one John 
Percy climbed upon a street car in tlu* 
city of Glasgow. He tendered to tho 
conductor of the car in payment of his 
fare a penny which was slightly 
n^arked and indented. It was, in fact, 
a penny which .John Percy had him- 
self received earlier in the day from 
another conductor, and he determined 
to return it in the way by which it 
had come to him. Hie c<mductor, how- 
ever, did not like the looks of the 
penny, and demanded another In its 
phK'e, John Percy said It was good 
enough and refused to give another. 
An inspector was called to reinforce 
the conductor, and still John Percy re- 
fused. 

P'inally he was marched off to the 
police station on a charge of refusing 
to pay bis fare. He was kept there 
only ten minutes, but this was long 
enough to fire him with^determination 
to see Justice done between himself 
and the Glasgow corporation. Which 
owns the street cars. 

John Percy then commenced an ac- 
tion against tho corporation for $25,- 
000 damages on the ground tlmt the 
actions of the conductor and inspector 
had been Injurious to his feelings and 
his reputation. He lost the first round 
of hia fight in Scotland when the court 
of session dismlwsd hia daias, en the 
ground that the corporation was not 
responsible for these actions of Its 
envloyees. 

One "Bonnie^ Fighter. 

But John Percy is evidently what 
they caU hi teotlam^ a *%tu0m M^t- 
er.** natf ho eivried Hi em the 
house of lords. He did not pay his 
railroad fare to London foe the pur- 
pose, nor is he being put to any ex* 
penao In the costly proccas of suing 
befsm ihe highest ceegt of a>»eaL He 
has tihs ndTtmtat of the legal pro- 
vision which permltB a poor person 
to set the law In motion at the state's 
charge if he sues in forma pauperis. 
And now the hoonief.latiiJWBAidd' 
ed In hii favor. 

Whether John Psrcyti penny really 
was good or no better than It should 
be Is still not decided. What the law 
lords have ruled Is that the corpora- 
tion can be sued upon a mistake made 
by the conductor mM'hmpoctor. lhat 
Is enough for"J<^ Piercy. It nmy 
\>e added, as a matter of historical In- 
terest, that of the five law lords who 
upheld John Percy in his fight for his 
two cents three are Scotsmen. — 
Warre B. Wells in New York Tribune.

The total for 1920 includes 13,712,- 
754 who were foreign bom and came 
to this country as bnmlgrants, and 

22,686,204 who were born in this coun- 
try, but whose parents, one or both, 
were Immigrants. 

The classification of the fofeign 
white stock by country of origin Is 
based upon the prewar map of Eu- 
rope, partly because of the difficulty of 
adjusting the returns In regard to the 
birthplace of parents so as to agree 
with tho ihangBd hoandariea of Bu- 
ropean countries and partly in order 
that comparisons might be made with 
the figures of previous census, taken 
in 1910. The names of the several 
countries, therefore, indicate tho ter- 
ritory embraced within thaia coun- 
tries before the war. 

The total foreign white stock from 
each of the principal countries of 
origin was as follows: Germany. 
7,258,997; Ireland, 4,136395; Russia, 
33n,]28; Italy, 8408.940; Austria, 
3,129,796; Canada, 2,603.828; England. 
2,307,112; Sweden, 1,457,382; Hun- 
gary, 1,110,905; Norway, 1,023,225. 

Of the 7^,997 persons of foreign 
stock whoae country of origin was 
Germany, 1,915,867 were immigrants 
whose fathers were bom In prewar 
Germany and 5,344,130 were natives 
of the United States whose parents 
were immigrants hein in ^war Ger- 
many. These two groups may he des- 
ignated, respectively, as the first and 
second generation from Germany. Not 
all of them are German by race or 
stock, as the classification Is deter- 
mined by place of birth without regard 
to racial stock. 

The members in the first and second 
generations from some of the principal 
countries of Euroi)e were as follows : 
Germany, 1.915,867, first generation, 
and 5344,180 secdnd generation; Ire- 
land 1,164,707 and ■2,971.088; Buaala.
